PRESIDEni'S mESSRCE 

Dear Graduates, 

Paul wrote to his spiritual son Timothy, and admonished him to engage in a very simple approach to the 
hearts of men, “Preach the Word.” The only antidote for the readily apparent confusion that engulfs the intellectual 
religious and economic areas of this world is the eternal unchanging Word of God. 

Modern education has added nothing to the solution of this deplorable state but rather, in a large measure, 
has become a tool controlled by Satan to add further to the already profound blindness of men. We have taught the 
nations to read only to have this advance exploited by false ideologies. In the market of learning the Bible has been 
supplanted by man’s wisdom. In the labyrinth of religions the inspired record is perverted to satisfy the ambitions 
and visions of unbelieving false priests. 

It is with Paul’s statement in mind that your training at the Washington Bible College has been planned. 
Your education was not intended to prepare you to wage combat in the intellectual arena. Although you may 
have gained great heights intellectually, you have been warned that “We wrestle not against flesh and blood but 
against principalities, against powers, against the rulers of the darkness of this world, against spiritual wickedness 
in high places. Wherefore take unto you the whole armor of God. ...” 

God is still encouraging us to depend on His sword, the Word of God. Great will be the temptation when 
the battle rages to return to the flesh—waste neither time nor resources on anything else. Trust the Word. Again 
with Paul we say, “PREACH THE WORD.” //

EARLY BEGINNINGS 

1902—Mrs. Rice Steele starts classes in homes and churches, 

1905—Mrs, Steele's classes move to the YMCA, 

1917—Mr. E, W. Collamore, a government worker and member of Wallace Me¬ 
morial United Presbyterian Church, organizes the Cottage Bible Institute 
and develops the “Home Bible Study Courses,” Emblem chosen is en¬ 
titled “The Bible in the Heart—the Heart of Service.” Hundreds enroll 
in the Home Bible Study, 

1919-^Classes originally started by Mrs. Steele now move from YMCA to the 
home of W. H. H, Shelley for about four years. 

1921—The Cottage Bible Institute is incorporated under the name American 
Home Bible Institute and expands its ministry with the aid of Miss Lena 
Lobaugh, Miss Mary Hervey, Miss Ethel Vance and Miss Effie Collamore. 
Mr. Collamore's pastor, the Dr. C, E. Hawthorne being of great encourage¬ 
ment and assistance, 

1924— Dr, A, R. Kuldell, a specialist in Jewish missions, organizes the classes 
meeting in the Shelley home into the Bible Institute of Washington in asso¬ 
ciation with Dr. M, E, Miller, Rev. S. L, Brumbaugh, and Irwin Linton. 

1925— Rev, C, W. Oyer comes from Fort Wayne Bible Institute to become super¬ 
intendent of the Bible Institute of Washington, 

1930—Rev. Oyer opens the Washington School of the Bible at the Open Door 
Church attracting many government workers and sponsoring numerous 
prophetic conferences.

UNION 

1938— The Washington School of the Bible and the American Home Bible Insti¬ 
tute effect complete union in September under the name of WASHINGTON 
BIBLE INSTITUTE. Mr, George A. Miles is appointed President. The 
Prayer Steward Department is carried over from the American Home 
Bible Institute and placed under the oversight of Rev. Edward Stelling. 

1939— The Bible Institute of Washington joins classes with the Washington Bible 
Institute. 

1940— 'The union of the Bible schools is finalized and classes are held in the Open 
Door Church.

GROWTH 

1940—First full-time administrator, Mr. Glenn W. Wagner, is elected President. 
He institutes youth rallies, radio broadcast, and boat cruises to evangelize 
youth. 

1945— Mr Glenn W, Wagner resigns to work with the Pocket Testament League 
and Mr. George A. Miles, structural engineer with the government and 
faculty member, becomes President. 

1946— Buildings on Rhode Island Avenue are purchased for $80,000, A three- 
year Bible institute program is begun consisting of 15 students and local 
pastors as the faculty with classes meeting at night* 

1947— Classes are now held in the dav time with first full-time faculty including 
Miss LaDellc Dawson, Mr. Willis E. Bishop and Rev. John Stannard. 

1949—The first three-year Institute class is graduated* 

1952— Third building on Rhode Island Avenue is procured for $30,000, 

1953— Dr. Karl E* Keefer, Jr., joins the faculty as the first full-time Academic 
Dean, 

1954— -The District of Columbia Board of Education licenses the Institute to grant 
the Bachelor of Arts in Biblical Education degree. 

1956—The name is changed to the Washington Bible College , and the College 
receives Associate membership in the Accrediting Association of Bible 
Colleges. 

1958—A three-year graduate course is inaugurated and called the Capital Bible 
Seminary, 

1961— The College obtains a building in the rear of the campus for a new library 
and offices. In this same year the Board of Education of the District of 
Columbia authorizes the College to grant the Bachelor of Divinity degree, 

1962— Dr. Raymond Saxe becomes the first full-time Dean of the Seminary. On 
October 24 the College is admitted to full membership in the Accrediting 
Association of Bible Colleges. 

1963— Looking unto Jesus the author and consummator.
